11, (J. by the seen- nf IS to 
12, The Cadets were unable to score 
at all in the first half and were behind 
2G-0 at half time. After the resump- 
tion of play, however. It. M. C, by 
putting up a better class of football 
than ihey diil in the first half of the 
match <tnw by Hiking advantage of 
M caul's mlsplayH were able to score 
• two touches, one of which was con- 
verted, and a touch in goal. 

McGIll was superior to K. M. C. In 
practically every department of the 
game, except in their kicking:, Harwls, 
the Cadet's punter, being; the best kick- 
er seen on the McOlll campus tor some 
time. The Cadets wore very little 
lighter on an average than McGIll. Re- 
peatedly t!n> effects of SliatiRhltessy'S 
coaching were seen hi McGiU's play, 
especially in the Une plays, and when 
nit the defensive. Practically every 
fumble that I!. M. I.', made wus Costly 
for the Cadets, while very often If one 
of the McGIll men dropped tin? ball 
there were sovaml others backing him 
up who covered up the mistake. 

The McGIll backs did some wonder- 
ful running:, but the feature of the

In the second half there was a change 
In McGlll's play which became rather 
loose at times, and cohsetiuéntly the 
Cadets were able to score. Some of 
this looseness of play can be attribu- 
ted to the fact that several of the 
regular players had left tho field on 
account of Injuries, the substitutes not 
being as reliable as the men whose 
places Ihey took. The Wicks did not 
catch as well as ihey did in the Hist 
half, nor did the line buck SO well or 
give tho man who was kicking such 
good protection as he hud received in 
the first part of tho game, It was 
principally the wonderful playing of 
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several individual men on McGIll that 
made It possible for their team to out- 
score the Cadets during the latter 
part of the match. 

The tackling of the McGill team w:ls 
weak all through the second half aixl 
•îevern I times l!. M. C. men got away 
for a run which resulted in unite u 
gain for the Cadets. The in os I fla- 
grant instance of this was when Mar- 
wis ran through the whole of the Mc- 
GIll team for the first part of the play 
thai resulted in It. M. C.'s second 
touchdown. 

There was one department of the 
game, however, in which McGIll show- 
id a vasl Improvement and that was 
In their kicking, Draper punted well 
all the lime he was doing the kicking 
and tirophy got most of his punts away 
better than he has on former occasions. 
Draper many times kicked just as far 
Marwis and there, was absolutely no 
comparison between his kicking on 
Saturday and the way he punted 
against Queen's in Kingston. Un Sat- 
urday McGIll was able to utmost hold 
their own against the best punter seen 
in Montreal this year. Monty got his 
onsldc kicks away better and on more 
lhan one occasion MC.GÎ1I was aide to 
gain several yards by this method. 

The bucking of tho McGill line was 
very good, especially In the first half. 
The McGIll line plungers seemed lo be 
able lo make their yards whenever 
they wished, or rather when it wis 
absolutely necessary that they should. 
McGill bucked over It. M. c.'s line fo- 
lio less than six touches. Not once, 
during the match was McGill held on 
the Cadet's line. Most of the bucks 
hit the line hard and had good holes 
opened for them.

A few years ago the university had 
two clever song writers In Norman 
(!. Null- and Joseph L. O'Connor. For- 
mer Professor Kendrick I'. Shedtl, Dr. 
John It. Slater and Professor S. \V, 
Watson have also written college songs 



Toronto University won the Inter- 
collegiate Harrier Championship on 
Saturday morning, McGIll being a 
close second. Morris, of R.M.C, Rut 
first place In 30.27 after a close race 
with Dikes, of Varsity. Varsity, how- 
ever, bad the best team average and 
thus won the championship. 

At about half past ten the first or 
the Harriers, the McGIll men. appear- 
ed at the entrance of the Union. The 
other three teams followed Ihem 
closely, mid shortly before a quarter of 
eleven they were off. 

The course led up the drive from 
the entrance to the McOlll grounds 
around the track and back out the 
gate. Then, the runners proceeded 
eastwards, following us direct a course 
as possible to Fletcher's Field. Cross- 
ing this northwards, they struck the 
lower mnunlaln rond and continued 
around II till they had covered some 
two miles and a half. 

Then they turned, and followed the 
same course buck, ending up with a 
lap around the track on the campus, 
where several very Interesting strug- 
gles were witnessed, notably one for 
first place between Dikes, of Toronto, 
and Morris, of R.M.C. 

Dikes had been lending most of the 
way, but when the runners turned in- 
to Sherbrooke St. on the home Jour- 
ney, his lead became most noticeably 
lessened, Morris running easily most of 
the time, let himself out, and hit up a 
|Vcry fast pace for the last few hundred 



yards, overtaking Dikes on I he track 
in front of the rooters' seats, ant 
islilng almost fifty yards in the b 

The official time given for the run 
was 30 minutes 'J7 seconds, very good 
going for about five miles of up mid 
down running on varied footings — 
stone flagging, asphalt, grass, etc. 

To decide the meet, the positions in 
which the first four men of each team 
finished were taken, anil added up, 
those getting the smallest total, gain- 
ing the Intercollegiate Harrier Cham- 
pionship for 1913-14. 

This honor wcn'l to Varsity, who 
were right in front from the very be- 
ginning. At the end of the first ipinrl- 
er, five of the leading six men wore 
the bine and while crest of the U. of 
T. Harriers, and at the finish, they 
had four men in tin- first seven gain- 
ing second, fifth, sixth and seventh 
places, making a total of twenty. 

The McGIll men were second in the 
meet with a total of iwenty-six for the 
first four men finishing, gaining third, 
fourth .eighth and eleventh places. 

The Cadets were third with forty 
points against them, made up by first, 
twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth 
places, and Queens brought up the 
close with tenth, sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and nineteenth places, a total of 
sixty-two.

MEET TO-MORROW NIGHT 

Professor Louis King Will Lecture on Recent Invention for Detec- 
tion of Icebergs — Associate of Dr. Barnes 



The first meeting of the Arts Un- 
dergraduate Society «i!l in- held to- 
morrow evening at eight o'clock at 
Straihcona Hull. The speaker of the 
evening will be Professor Louis V. 
King, of the Physics Department. 

Kor several years Mr. King has been 
asset" luted with Dr. Haines In bis ex- 
periments with the action of Ice In 
the Si. Lawrence itlver. He is n na- 
tive of Montreal and a graduate of 
Mcdlll. After graduation lie re- 
ceived the lSfiil rtesehreh Scholarship 
an. I spent two or three years abroad. 

Last winter Mr. King lectured be- 
fore Hie Koyal Society In London on 
the Ice con. lit ions In Canada and the 
possibility of the prevention of col- 
lisions at sea by (he determination of 



the temperature of the water, This 
lecture attracted much attention and 
won for Mr. King an International re- 
putation. This summer he accompan- 
ied Di. liâmes on his t rip up the l.u- 
brador coast for purposed of prac- 
tical experimentation with his micro- 
thermonineter. it Is of this that Mr. 
King will s peal: to-morrow. 

The microthermomcter Is an Instru- 
ment invented by Or. Harnes by 
which the approach of an Iceberg can 
accurately determined. It consists of 
a very delicate thermometer which 
will record temperature to a very 
small fraction of a degree. As in tho 
Immediate vicinity of an Iceberg the 
temperature of the water rises slight-
